Astrong showing in the Black community 
helped bring enough votes for Sharlene Mor- 
gan that she was able to keep her seat on 
the school board, but that support was not 
strong enough for candidate Reggie Cooke 

The winners of the school board seats 
were current school board members Mor- 
gan, president Robert Teater, Mary Jo Kilroy 
and newcomer Karen Schwarzwalder 

Early in the day Teater felt confident about 
his win. "I! feel great. I'm doing work. | feel 
confident that the voters will appreciate my 
hard work. | am committed to four more 
years," he said. 

With the Columbus Public Schools’ mag- 
nitude of problems, this year’s school board 
race was an important one. Problems the 
schdol board faces include a $30 million 
deficit, test scores below the state-wide 
level, declining numbers of students, dis- 
cipline and flight to the suburbs. 

In this year's election, 12 candidates 
believed they had what it would take to cor- 
rect the school situation. They included the 
three incumbents, Morgan, Teater, and Kil- 
roy; Rescue Team Members Elwood 
Rayford, Bob Fitrakis, Tressia Priestly- 
Jones and Jim Ebright; Reginald Cooke, 
Vernon Feen, Allyn Taylor, Karen 
Schwarzwalder and Linda Lawrence. 

The Rescue Team is ateam of candidates 
supported by the Coalition af Concerned 
Black Citizens. The team was running on a 
10-point plan, “Contract with Columbus,"

Just four years after squeaking into 
the mayor’s chair by one of the closest 
margins in recent years, Columbus 
mayor Greg Lashutka was ushered back 
into office amid the overwhelming sup- 

ort of Columbus voters in one of the 
ightest turnouts ever in a mayoral race, 
defeating Democratic. candidate Bill 
Moss. With 100 percent of the vote in 
Lashutka swamped Moss with more than 
70 percent of the vote to Moss’ 30 percent 
-- a margin that represented the largest 
such victory in a contested mayoral race 
between the two major parties in Colum- 
bus 

The Lashutka victory reflected a 
repudiation of a Democratic strategy to 
increase voter turnout by tapping Moss, 
a well-known but controversial member 
of the board of education, as the party's 
standardbearer. 

Moss ran an aggressive campaign, 
charging that the mayor had been inef 
fective in running city government and 
unconcerned about the declining inner 
city.

On Thursday, Nov. 9, several 
uniformed, African-American female of- 
ficers plan to wear their hair in braids in 
protest of a Columbus Police Department 
ordinance that prohibits sworn female 
personnel from wearipg braids,

Columbus Police Department direc- 
tive 3.09, which was revised on June 5 
1994, states: 

A. Hair will not exceed 3 inches in 
bulk and will not be worn in braids or 
ponylails unless used to form a bun. Pig- 
tails are not permitted. When in uniform 
hair touching the collar is to be arranged 
in an upward sweep or bun so as not to 
touch the collar. * 


B. Hair will not touch the collar except 
for the close cut hair at the back of the 
neck 

C. Hair will not fall within 1 inch of the 
eyebrows, will not be visible on the 
forehead when wearing the police 
headgear, and will be worn so as not to 
affect peripheral vision, Length and style 
will be such’ that it permits the proper 
wearing of the Police headgear. *

Two people were shot and

upstairs bathroom with a wound 
to his head. Sources said a gun- 
man went upstairs after him and 
shot him 


Ayoung woman was found on 
the living room couch with a gun- 
shot ‘wound to the chest. Fawn 
Beasley, 17, was transported to 
Grant Medical Center where she 
died a short while later, sources 
said. Detectives said another 
woman who was on the scene 
during the shooting was able to 
hide herself in a closet and was 
not injured. Martin's body was not 
removed from the crime scene 
until four hours later, Officials said 
his body could not be moved until 
the evidence gathering process 
was complete

“The goal really was to gather 
some people together who really 
have an interest in the quality of 
life in central Ohio, and believe 
that positive race relations really 
enhances that quality of life," 
Milienthal said, 

When asked whether the group 
was developing an agenda for 
change, Milienthal responded, "| 
wouldn't consider it a plan. What 
we have come away from the 
meeting with is that there is a 
sense of people in the community 
that want to do things that promote 
positive race relations. A number 
of programs are already in place 
in Central Ohio; people should be- 
come more aware of the things 
that are already there, and build 
on that. Ona very individual level, 
| personally walked away from the 
meeting with a better awareness 
and sensitivity to a feeling of build- 
ing positive race relations in our 
community."

y a landslide vote, the citizens of Columbus 
have re-elected Mayor Greg Lashutka as.their 
leader tor another four years 
This victory certainly ranks as a great personal 
achievement for Lashutka, and for Franklin County 
Republicans: by the end of Lashutka’s term, they will 
have held the mayor's chair in the state's largest city 
for almost three consecutive decades and through 
three different mayors -- an example of single-party 
control that is unprecedented in recent urban history in

The voters of Columbus selected Lashutka because 
they felt that he was the better person to lead Columbus 
into the future than Bill Moss. Moss, the school board 
member and community activist who has long been a 
thorn in the side of the city’s political and business elite, 
ran a spirited and tough (though poorly-financed) cam 
paign, and he raised a number of critical issues 
Moss spoke powerlully to the mayor's poor environ 
mental record. He expressed real and serious_pon-

Moss addressed the future of the city’s minority 
business procurement program, as the mayor's office 
has seemed to be disinterested in aggressively and 
effectively carrying oul this mandate 
are issues which, despite the mayor's 
overwhelming victory, Must be addressed 
The may 1991 campaign pledge to add 360 
pdlice officers to the city’s force has rightfully been 
exposed as unreason Bul the mayor's effort to 


aghieve this goal -- and the problems that dogged 
fofmer safety director Keller in achieving it -- have 
allowed-voters to see the serous-problems in recsult- 
ment.and hiring of officers that the City of Columbus 
currently faces 

In the mayor's campaign, he said that he would 
finish his pledge by adding another 160 officers to the 
200 already hired. But whatthe mayor should certainly 
promise is that he will ensure that the police force not 
only hires the 160 officers, but that it will also mandate 
fairness and diversity among its classes of officers. 

The mayor has also promoted his neighborhoods 
of choice" program, But that program -- which focuses 
city and federal dollars into improving Columbus neigh- 
borhoods -- has been unable to stem the rising tide of 
decline in many communities. And, with the expected 
reduction -- of up to 50 percent -- in federal funds 
dedicated to housing construction and rehabilitation 
the city is\going to have to find a way to focus attention 
and resources on Inner-city neighborhoods 

And there are increasing fears that federal district 
court judge James Graham would rule against the city's 
minority business program after the Nov. 7 election if 
Graham's ruling comes out soon, It will force the mayor 
to re-examine his own support for the city’s program 
And it should lead him to examine strategies to in- 
crease the city’s support for minority-owned and 
female-owned businesses that fall within the range of 
constitutional remedies 

The mayor's victory 1s certainly a great personal 
triumph. It will be a triumph for all Columbusites -- 
Republicans and Democrats, Blacks and whites -- ifthe

ta time when racial issues are becoming the 

major focus of both parties -- and when the O.J 

impson trial, and the comments of Mark 
Fuhrman, are placing the entire judicial system under 


intense scrutiny -- the U.S ngres: d President 
Clinton have taken a step backward in the fight for 
equality by their politically-motivated decision to retain 
huge disparity in the federal sentencing between crack 
and powd caine 

The U tencing Commission -- which has the 
responsibility for evaluating sentencing guidelines and 
establishing those guidelines for federal courts -- had 


heard a qreal deal of testimony about this disparity: the 
penalties for crack cocaine are 100 times heavier than 
thos powdered cocaine. Under federal terms, this 
mean t an offender would h to hav r @x- 
ample, 500 grams of powdered cocaine to receive the 
same penalt n individual would receive if they had 
5 grams of crac 

The numbers which underlie the racist nature of this 
disparity are clear: about 90 percent of all federal 
prisoners for possession of crack cocaine are 
Black, Blacks represent slightly more than a 


fourth of t © arrested for possession of powdered 
cocaine, with the rest fairly equally divided between 
and Hispanics. And in a related matter, the 
rt will be hearing a case in which several 
Blacks convicted under the current Jelines are 
charging that the federal 


ernment selectively 
enforcing its drug laws against Blacks. They charge 
that Blacks represent all those who have been 
punished under the eral, rather than more lenient

resident Clinton has threatened to veto the 
Seven Year Balanced Budget Reconciliation 
Act of 1995, and rightfully so. The threatened 
veto has shown, once again, that the President is a 
strong leader, who has sensitivity and compassion for 
those, whether they be seniors, the poor or minorities, 
who are the targets of the “angry white men" who have 
taken over our government in Washington, D.C 
Both houses of Congress have passed their own 
versions of the mammoth legislation, largely along 
party lines. The bills must now be negotiated, and put 
into a form that will pass muster again in both houses, 
and that will gain enough support to survive the 
promised presidential veto 
Political analysts have stated that the legislation will 
dramatically change the system of government in the 
United States. The changes are being made purportéed- 
ly to save enough money to balance the budget in 
seven years, While this is a lofty goal, we must ask: At 
what price? if there was a fiscal crisis, similar to that 
which prompted former President Nixon to enforce 


cocaine reduced to those of powdered cocaine. But 
both houses of Congress passed a measure which 
would overtum that ruling. and the president signed it 
This is extremely disappointing 

Such racial disparities should not exist within the 
criminal justice system. Blacks should not feel that 
they are the specific targets of federal prosecution. It 
creates a contempt for law, and a cynicism about the 
motives of the government, if such disparities are al- 
lowed to continue, based largely on racial differences 

Defenders of the disparities argue that the violence 
that accompanies the crack cocaine trade is sufficient 
reason for the disparity. But we believe this is a hollow 
reason. After all, the specific acts of violence which 
many believe are crack-related are already punishable 
by appropriate penalties, up to and including the death 
penalty. The mere possession of a rock of crack does 
not make one person more criminally culpable than the 
possession of a hit of powdered cocaine. Both should 
rightfully be illegal; both should be treated the same 

in his speech in Austin, President Clinton said that 
“white American must understand and acknowledge 
the roots of Black pain. It began with unequal treatment 
in law and later in fact. African Americans indeed have 
lived too long with a justice system that in too many 
cases has been and continues to be less than just." 
These are true words, He has belied and diminished 
them by his decision to accept the continuance of an 
example of racist -- and perfectly legal -- disparity in the 
criminal justice system. His very words -- and his own 
abdication of them, apparently for political gain -- will 
give rise to the same frustration and anger that he 
believes many Blacks rightly feel in a system in which 
the deck is often stacked against them

price controls, then, perhaps we could understand the 
need for sacrifice, and for restructuring, if everyone 
were forced to pay their share. 

However, a large portion of the culs in Medicare, 
Medicaid, welfare, civil service pensions, veteran's 
benefits, school lunches and other entitlement 
programs will finance a massive cut in income taxes for 
middle and upper income families. We are sure that 
those who will be denied benefits under the legislation 
need the money a lot more than those who will enjoy 
what amounts to a windfall 

Perhaps the most disturbing aspect of this state of 
affairs is that America is dangerously close to this 
"reverse Robin Hood" nightmare becoming a reality. If 
the President's veto is unsuccessful, we hope that the 
millions of Americans who have paid into the system 
will feel the pinch before election day next November, 
so that a Congress can then be elected that has the 
best interests of all the people, and not just the wealthy 
at heart

He was a tall, distinguished, Black 
Republican candidate, who had built 
a career in politics primarily through 
appointed positions among the 
Republicans, However, he was 
widely respected by the Democrats 
as well; in fact, his moderation did not 
in any way detract from the broad 
appeal that he had with a wide range 
of voters. The history-making nature 
of his run; his crossover appeal to all 
voters, Black and white, Republican 
and Democrat -- and an effort by the 
Republican party to demonstrate that it was a "big tent" 
for the interests and concerns of all voters -- made his 
candidacy a natural within Republican circles 

But his first (and only) big political campaign was 
tainted by his association with right-wing politicians, It 
was not surprising: the politicians with which he was 
associated reflected the prevailing Republican or- 
thodoxy. At the same time, that did not necessarily 
benefit him among Black voters; at a time when the 
passions of voters were sharply divided -- and when 
economic uncertainty and racial tensions, coupled with 
the incendiary racial policies of one of the parties, had 
created a sharp fault line between Black and white 
voters -- itis possible that even this bridge builder got 
lost in the shuffle 

If this sounds like Colin Powell, it is - and It is not 
To me, Colin Powell's potential odyssey as a 
Republican candidate for president has a potent paral- 
lel in Ohio, with the 1982 statewide candidacy of Virgil 
Brown for the post of Ohio Secretary of State 

Brown had built a long and estimable career in 
Cleveland politics, rising to the position of director ot 
the Cuyahoga County Board of Elections. In the 
cutthroat world of Cleveland politics, in which 
Republicans and Democrats fight among themselves 
at least as much as they fight each other, Brown was 
aman popular among all the factions 

When the Republicans tapped him to be their can- 
didate for secretary of state -- the first time a Black had 
ever been selected by either party to run fora statewide 
non-judicial office -- Brown received a lot of front-door 
and back-door help from Black Democrats in that 
community, 

But the year was 1982. The nation was in the midst 
of a serious recession, in which unemployment peaked 
at almost 11 percent. It was believed that the policies 
of President Ronald Reagan were largely responsible 
for the deteriorating economic condition, and 
Republicans were going to pay the price for that 

But even beyond the general economic conditions, 
the Republican party of Ronald Reagan was perceived 
as being hostile to the interests of Blacks. Reagan had 
pushed for "state's rights" in Philadelphia, Miss. - 
where the memories were still fresh of three civil rights 
workers having been murdered just 16 years before 
He had pushed for tax exemptions for ‘segregated 
schools. And he had promised to utterly gut affirmative 
action, to the point of eliminating consent decrees that 
were already in place 

During that 1982 election campaign, Ronald 
Reagan came to Ohio to campaign on behalf of the 
Republican candidates. The controversy arose would 
Virgil Brown attend the rally? Brown pondered his 
decision, but ultimately decided to go. While the 
decision was certainly politic in his circles, it may have 
also been costly: many Blacks did not take kindly to 
what amounted to Brown's political embrace of the 
Reagan administration. 

About 13 years later -- a world away in political terms 
-- Colin Powell now faces the same opportunity (and 
challenge). He is a voice of moderation in the 
Republican Party; he is that rarest of potential Black 
candidates -- one who is more popular with white 
voters than he is with Blacks. He exudes all the 
qualities that white voters usually fail to associate with 
Blacks: moral strength; intelligence; patriotism; and 
intellect. 
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Where Powell's candidacy was originally being 
backed by many non-political types, he is being urged 
to run by a nusober of leading Republicans, including 
Jack Kemp, former drug czar Bill Bennett, and William 
Kristol, who was a key aide to former vice-president 
Dan Quayle and is now the publisher of a Republican- 
Jeaning magazine. In a field that, so far, has failed to 
excite even die-hard Republicans, many Republicans 
see him as the only candidate in their ranks who can 
successfully defeat even a weakened Bill Clinton. 

But the strength of Powell is also his gfeatest weak- 
ness -- his race, and what his race means not just to 
hirh, but to those who attach their hopes to him 

Powell has become a mirror in which both Blacks 
and whites see not the candidate, but the reflection of 
their own beliefs and aspirations 

When Blacks-see this-candidate,they see.« man 
who has described himself as a "Rockefeller 
Republican", who has expressed views In support of 
affirmative action, Women's groups see him as a 
candidate who is pro-choice on abortion. Social ser- 
vice advocates note that he has called the 
Republicans’ Contract with America "a little harsh,” 

But conservatives see him as the leader of Desert 
Storm. He is an authentic war hero. He stands for 
strong family values; among the top GOP candidates, 
he is one of the few who has not been divorced. He 
has defined himself as conservative and pro-growth 
when it comes to taxes and economic policy. And they 
seem him gs the perfect antidote to affirmative action 
the man who is where he is not because of his race, 
but in spite of it 

Ot course, that "Rockefeller Republican’ tag is 
devastating: the Rockefeller wing of the party last had 
any influence more than 30 years ago -- and then it 
was booed off the stage of San Francisco's Cow 
Palace by the Goldwater Republicans. Today, the 
Goldwater Republicans would be considered alittle too 
tame for the Gingrich Revolutionaries who dominate 
the party F 

And a party whose recent history on race has been 
to use the "wedge" of affirmative action and civil rights 
to control presidential politics in the south and win 
elections nationwide would hardly been amenable to a 
candidate who believes in the rightness and the neces- 
sity of some affirmative action. 

Then the question facing Blacks will be: if Colin 
Powell wins, which Colin Powell will come to the table? 
Will he be the strong, tough -- and independent -- 
candidate who continues to back affirmative action? 
Or will he; in order to gain the support of the Republican 
right-wingers, begin to back down on some of his 
strong moderate stands, and thus alienate himself from _. 
those Black voters who would be most likely to support 
him? In many ways, this tension between political 
conservatism and racial aspiration, as much as any 
other factor, may have been a factor in the defeat of 
Virgil Brown in 1982. And it could affect Colin Powell 
in 1996. 

When Min, Louis Farrakhan invited Powell to ad- 
dress the Million-Man March, he noted that the general 
should always address his Army. But the question 
remains: Whose army is Gen. Powell leading? The 
answer may ultimately have a profound effect on the 
election-day fortunes of both political parties -- and of 
the role Blacks play in both.

tradigtigns. While it is true that there 
can strength in numbers, there 
can also be weakness in numbers 
When the minds of the persons as- 
sembled are all on one clear ac- 
cord, there is strength. When the 
minds of the persons assembled 
are not.on one clear accord, there 
is weakness. The Million Man 
March was clearly a case of the 
latter; thinly'trying to disguise as a 
case of the first. 

The stated reasons for attending 
the march were varied. Some were 
there in a show of support for the 
leadership of Minister Louis Farrak- 
han and Dr, Benjamin Chavis 
Some were there to show an image 
of Black man solidarity and positive 
change. Some were there merely to 
be a part of an historic occasion 
The march did not have the bless- 
ings and support of, the overall 
Black community and Black leader- 
ship. The disunity ended to show to 
the world a peaceful mob-scene 

The weakness may be con- 
tributed to its hasty planning, its lack 
of a clear-cut agenda and its lack of 
a definite objective.

And, as in the 
past, the first meeting will be heavily 
attended - followed by ever 
decreasing numbers, and will fizzle 
out. | sincerely hope not. | have 
been there, done that and am sick 
of it.

Edification was designed to bring 
together African-American Christians of all 
denominations and Horton knew that 
believers of one denomination might have 
taken offense if the event was held at a 
church of a different denomination: Horton

The fact that Christians can loosen up 
and socialize surprises some people, "| had 
one person say ‘| didn’t know Christians did 
this.’

E. Coli update 
and prevention tips 


Two additional cases of E. Coli 
have been reported to the Colum 
bus Health Department. A total of 
nine cases have been reported in 
the central Ohio area this week. All 
cases appear to be linked to the 
northwest area of Franklin County. 
All the cases had symptoms which 
occurred before Oct. 28. At this 
time, no common source of the E 
Coli infection has been identified 
All potential sources are still being 
considered. Products which have 
been implicated with E. Coli infec- 
tion in the past include: under- 
cooked beef, unpasteurized milk, 
and unpasteurized cider. In addition 
infection may be transmitted 
through an infected person's stool 


The Health Department in 
Columbus, Franklin County, Clark 
County, Delaware County and the 
Ohio Department of Health are 
working together to investigate this 
situation. 


E. Coli is an emerging cause of 
food borne illness. Infection often 
leads to bloody diarrhea and oc-

But due to the fact thata 
new street car line had been installed on 
Third Street which ran on Sundays and 
caused considerable noise and distrac- 
tion to the worshippers, it was decided to 
move the church out to the suburbs 
somewhere on east Broad Street away

The site of Old Central was sold to F.V, 
Schumacher for the sum of $31,000. He 
razed the structure and built the Virginia 
Hotel, later fo become the site of the now 
Sheraton, Until the new church could be 
built, the worshippers of Old Central used 
the YMCA, paying $10 a Sunday for its

“With the amount of interest

Campus Partners will improve neighborhoods around OSU 


The board of ees of the Ohio 
State Uni recently authorized 
the investment of up to $28 million 
in university endowment funds and 
the expenditure of unrestricted gift 
money for Campus Partners initia 
lives over the next five years to 
improve the neighborhoods around 
Ohio State 

The action is a demonstration of 
support for a comprehensive im- 
provement plan for the university 
dpstrict that has been developed this 
year through, a major public par- 
ticipation process led by Campus 
Partners for Community Urban 
Redevelopment inc 

“In their action, the trustees em- 
pbasized that the initiatives of Cam- 
pus Partners will "depend for their 
success on significant investment 


by the university and the city of 
Columbus, the state of Ohio, the 
business community and other 
public and private investors." 

The trustees noted that the 
university's support is premised on 
the basic principles that the invest- 
ment "will serve as a catalyst to 
attract other sources of funding and 
not as a substitute for other support; 
will be directed to revitalization ef- 
forts in the immediate vicingy of the 
universily, generally descrfoed as 
east of High Street, and will'support 
initiatives that directly benefit OSU 
students, faculty and staff.” 

The trustees also stipulated that 
any release of university funds will 
require prior approval of an internal 
review committee of the university 
and by the board of trustees, 


Ohio State created Campus 
Partners last January as a non- 
profit corporation to work with the 
city of Columbus, the university dis- 
trict neighborhoods and the univer- 
sity itself to revitalize the retail and 
housing area where many Ohio 
State studants live. 

With financial support from the 
university and the city, Campus 
Partners in February employed a 
team of national and local consult- 
ants and embarked on a year-long 
process of preparing an improve- 
ment plan. The consulting team 
reviewed past studies of the area, 
gathered data on existing condi- 
tlons and talked with and surveyed 
hundreds of people through 
workshops, task forces and com- 
munity meetings. 


The consulting team is complet- 
ing the first draft of this comprehen- 
sive plan, which is expected to be 
available in the next week, This 
draft plan will include an exhaustive 
list of recommendations in the 
areas of safety, traffic and parking, 
housing and commercial markets, 
urban planning and land use, trash 
collection, code enforcement, and 
human services. 

Campus Partners expects to 
solicit input on the draft plan 
through late November. Community 
meetings to review the plan are 
scheduled for Nov. 14 at 7 p.m. at 
Indianola Middle School, 420 E. 
19th Ave., Nov. 15 at 9 a.m, in the 
Ohio Union, 1739.N. High St. In 
addition, individual neighborhood 


meetings are being scheduled to 
hear more localized concerns. 
"The action by the university's 
board of trustees confirms Ohio 
State's commitment to revitalization 
of the neighborhoods where nearly 
21,000 students live," said Barry K. 
Humphries, president of Campus 
Partners. “We believe that Ohio 
State's commitment, in turn, will 
convince the city to invest inneeded 
capital improvements and en- 
hanced public services along High 
Street and in the neighborhoods. 
*A rule in urban redevelopment 
is that private investment will follow 
public commitment,” Humphries 
said. “We firmly believe that invest-

The title refers to Achebe’s greet- 
ing upon meeting Baldwin, a witty 
play on the Stanley-Livingstone en-

While the book focuses primarily 
on Baldwin, it shows what both 
writers clearly understood and were 
attempting to get the world to see: 
that ‘colonialism and slavery and 
colonialism will become all too em- 
barrassing _ 

‘Colonialism and slavery gave 
rise to ragism,’ Champion ex- 


plained. ‘The justification for 
colonialism was that the Europeans 
(thought they) were superior, par- 
ticularly the English in Africa. It 
began with exploitation of natural 
resources and ended in exploitation 
of human beings.’ 

bel sgt himself is in a unique 
position to comprehend the situa- 
tion. He was born in the British 
colony of Ceylon, now calied Sri 


Lanka, and taught in Sierra Leone, . 


which at one time provided 
thousands of slaves.to the British 
and Americans. 

Baldwin ‘in many ways repre- 
sented the anger and frustrations of 
the disenfranchised people of the 


world--those on the outside looking 
in,’ Champion said.'For me, the real 
clue (to Baldwin's acheivement) 
was when | began to see the con- 
nection between colonialism in 
Africa and slavery and racism in 
America.’ 

Achebe, who now teaches at 
Bard College, also shoulders the 
burden of speaking out against U.S. 
Treatment of blacks and the whole 
colonial order in Africa. He is equal- 
ly critical of the developments under 
black rule in Africa today. 

Champion further illustrates the

Bowe overcomes knockdown to.defeat Holyfield

It. was billed as the ultimate 
boxing match, something the game 
of boxing had been missing for quite 
sometime, a marquee matchup be- 
tween of the toughest fighters in the 
world today, Riddick Bowe and 
Evander Holyfield 

This wasn't Tommy Morrison vs 
Joe Hipp, Mike Tyson vs Peter Mc: 
Neeley, or George Foreman vs Axel 
Schulz, this was quality boxing, 
something that fight fans have not 
seen in awhile and this third meet- 
ing would put this matchup in the 
history books as some of the 
greatest wars of all-time 

The fight started off relatively 
slow with Holyfield initiating the ac 
tion the first two rounds with sharp 
jabs, beating Bowe to the punch

with Bowe and trade punches. Rid 
dick Bowe began to use this to his 
advantage in the third round and 


began to land some big shots, in the 
fourth Bowe continued to do the 
same only this time adding upper- 
cuts, it is also at this time that 
Holyfield begins to show signs of 
fatigue 

In the fifth Bowe really came on 
tagging Holyfield with more upper- 
cuts and Holyfield seemed to be 
dragging and exhausted and al- 
most out on his feet. Bowe loses a 
point on a low blow that allows 
Holyfield to recuperate from a 
bloody mouth and take time to catch 
his breath during the break 

The phrase “fighting true in- 
stinct" would describe the sixth 
round for Evander Holyfield, per- 
fectly. When it appeared that he 
was out for the count and could 
hardly catch his breath in the pre- 
vious round, he comes out like a 
tiger in the wild stalking his prey 
The former cruiser-weight jumped 
on Riddick Bowe so fast that it ac- 
tually seemed to surprise him as 
Holyfield knocked Bowe to the can- 
vas for the first time in his career 
Bowe took an eight count and just 
tried to survive the round, but once 
again fatigue would play a part as 
Holyfield began to tire and tried to
